CHARGES 
OF HERESY. 


Drake University B- dly Torn Up Over a Theo- 


logical Invmitigation. 


Des Moines, la., May 10.—The trustee* 


and students of Drake university are in 
trouble over charges of heresy agaiiJBt 
Professor Oscar W. Morgan, professor of 
biblical languages and literature. 
Pro- 


fessor Morgan says five years ago his 
ideas about the inspiration of the scrip- 
tures began to change and study of the 
higher criticism has convinced him that 
the accepted orthodox ideas are un- 
reasonable. He does not 
believ* the 


bible is a divinely inspired record of 
Hebrew history, but that it is human 
account of the history of the people in 
many ways divinely guided. The ortho- 
dox students in his classes petitioned 
the trustees against this kind of teach- 
ing and the trustees decided to change 
Professor Morgan to the chair of Hebrew 
and classic Greek, which will bring him 
little In contact with the theological 
students. It developed in the investi- 
gation that some of the other member^ 
of the faculty held views similar to those 
of Professor Morgan, and this was in- 
fluential in preventing Morgan'% dis- 
missal from the institution. Students 
friendly to Professor Morgan have dis- 
tributed through university place copies 
of an anonymous circular assailing the 
divinity students who had attacked the 
professor. Efforts to discover the au- 
thorship of the circular have thus far 
failed. The university ia badly torn u».

DAREDEVIL HEROISM, 


Brave Rescue of General Payne by Some 


Negro Volunteers. 


"The most daredevil piece of hero- 


ism I ever saw was by some negroes be- 
fore Fort Pillow, when I was a prison- 
er inside the fort and General Payne 
was lying in front of it with his leg 
shot off," \vaa tho way Charles Cottou 
of Company <J of the One Hundred and 
Sixty-first Now York infantry began a 
story of valiant rescue that he told to 
some negro veterans. 


"General Payne's leg had been shot 


off in tho first charge,'' he continued, 
"and he was lying hidden behind some 
rocks in front of the fort, when his 
troops were forming plans to rescue 
him. The scathing fire from the fort 
swept that spot, and no officer dared to 
command any of his men to go to cer- 
tain death in what looked like a vain 
attempt to rescue their chief. 


"While the men were deliberating a 


negro stepped up and said, 'We might 
as well run our chances now as any oth- 
er time, and 1 for "one will make the 
attempt.' He was a handsome fellow, 
and the 'spirit he displayed was at once 
equaled by that of 11 other negroes, 
•who stepped out and volunteered their 
services. A stretcher was brought, and 
four of them started, but had gone only 
a few yards when every one was shot 
dead. A moment after four others of 
the volunteers rushed out, and, picking 
up the stretcher, carried it a few yards 
farther, when they, too, were killed. 
The four who were left went ahead as 
if nothing had happened, and two of 
them came back alive with the general, 
•while the other two were left dead at 
the pile of rocks where General Payne 
had been lying. General Payne is still 
living, and, I am told, the two noble 
fellows who rescued him have wanted 
for nothing ever since."—Buffalo Ex- 
press.

America's Literary Necessity. 


America needs to start a new intellec- 


tual cycle, and it is superfluous to say 
that the way to start is not to rest in 
the boasted excellence of some light 
form of literature, for example, the 
American short story. It will take larger 
effort than this, and effort along lines 
ill beset, to bring out the American 
rival of Homer and Dante and Virgil 
and Goethe and Shakespeare. There is 
a deal of meaning in the remark attrib- 
uted to Horace Greeley that what the 
United States needed was a sound 
thrashing, but that unfortunately no 
other nation on earth was big enough to 
give it to them. The old world is well 
worn. It is gradually approaching, from 
sheer weariness, a social if not a politi- 
cal federalism, in which America must 
be teacher, not pupil 


But the only lesson which America is 


now teaching the world in the ideal 
realm is precisely the lesson which Von 
Hartmann has already put in words— 
namely, that the literature of the future 
is to be as the farce which the Berlin 
business man goes to see of an evening 
by way of recreation. It is doing its 
best to prove that after Goethe the role 
of transcendent genius is no longer to be 
played. By way of bringing about a 
new movement in letters it would be an 
excellent thing if some profoundly one 
sided thinker should arise to shake to 
pieces the eminently respectable but fa- 
tally monotonous philosophy of the 
American schools.—J. S. Tunisou iu

Such doorways have their histories 


unquestionably, but they are lost in the 
dust of the past. Who designed the 
well proportioned panels, who fashioned 
the brass knocker and whose taste de- 
vised the simple decorations will never 
be divulged. Tho owner has likewise 
passed into oblivion, leaving only the 
speechless door behind to awaken the 
curiosity and stimulate the emulation 
of newer generations. 


If the Germantown doorways were 


plain almost to severity, those in the 
city proper wero often more decorated 
with the various beautiful devices of 
the colonial period. Amoug these the 
fanlight was almost universally em- 
ployed, and besides adding an orna- 
mental appearance to tho exterior fur- 
nished often the high light for the hall 
within. 


Iu designing it is well for a decorator 


to know when to stop and to have the 
courage to do so. This virtue the post 
Revolutionary architect possessed to a 
marked degree, as is exemplified in the 
doorway described. The fanlight sup- 
ported by two square columns, the mer- 
est suggestion of carving and a short 
wreath over the door were all that was 
essential to make an attractive entrance, 
therefore, having done this much, he 
dared to stop, although many plain sur- 
faces remained upon which his skill 
might well have been displayed.—

Buddhist Remains In Javt. 


The fact is not generally appreciated 


that there are ruins of Buddhist and 
Brahmanic temples in middle Java sur- 
passing in extent and magnificence any- 
thing to be seen in Egypt or India. 
There, in the heart of tho steaming 
tropics, iu that summer laud of the 
world below tho equator, on an island 
where volcanoes cluster more thickly 
and vegetation is richer than in auy 
other region of the globe, where earth- 
quakes continually rock zmd shatter aud 
where deluges descend during tho rainy 
half of tho year, remains neaily intact 
the temple of Boro Boeder, coveriug 
almost the same area as the great pyra- 
mid of Gizeh. It is ornamented with 
hundreds of life size statues and miles 
of bas-reliefs presenting the highest ex- 
amples of Greco-Buddhist art—a sculp- 
tured record of all the arts and indus- 
tries, the culture and civilization, of. 
the golden age of Java, of the life of 
the seventh, eighth and uiut>i centuries 
in all the farther east, a record that is 
not written in hie-roglyphs, but "in. 
plainest pictures carved by sculptor's 
chisel That solid pyramidal temple, 
rising in niagnincant sculptured ter- 
races, that was built without mortar or 
cement, without column or pillar or 
arch, is ono of the surviving wonders of 
the world.

} With Tblret at the Spring.

"Some of you youngsters," said the ' 


jprofessor, "wonder how we old fellows 
remember the prominent men of 20 or 
80 or 40 years ago so well. Because we j 
associate them with some particular 
event, not necessarily of any impor- ' 
tance, but serving to bring tho men as- 
sociated with it vividly before tha j 
miud. For example, I saw old Govern- 
or Brough of Ohio scores of times, but 
whenever I think of him I do not see 
him as he walked in his unwieldy way 
along the streets nor as he sat in his 
office, a dominating presence, nor as he 
appeared on state occasions, nor when 
he raged in controversy with the stron- 
gest men in the nation over the conduct 
' of the war, but I see him as he stood 
one night ou a pile of bricks, just out- 
side Capitol square in Columbus. 


"The fall of Richmond had been an- 


nounced, The people were wild with 
excitement and enthusiasm. The under- 
standing was that the governor would 
speak to them that night, and, standing 
on a pile of bricks at the corner of High 
aud State streets, he talked to the peo- 
ple of the great news and what it meant 
to the nation. While he was speaking 
it began to rain, and still he spoke ou. 
Those in the crowd who had umbrellas 
raised them, and there was a general 
shout for the governor to put on his hat 
As he stood there that minute, with the 
raindrops pattering dowu ou his bald 
head and splattering aud sparkling iu 
the light of the street lamp near, Gov- 
ernor Brough always comes to me. 


"He paid no heed to the rain, and in 


his deep, resonant voice he said to the 
calls of the crowd: 'I will not put on 
my hat. A man must stand uncovered 
in the presence of an event that means 
so much to this people.' And he talked 
on, the people standing in the rain and 
glorying in every word he said. That 
was the last speech made by Governor 
Brough, because the cold that resulted 
from the exposure took him dowu to 
death. 


"Brough was one of the very strong- 


est men of that period iu public life, 
but do you know that 1 heard one of 
the most prominent ladies in Ohio urge 
that he be not renominated because he 
was so reckless in his use of tobacco? 
She forgot the ability, honesty, earnest- 
ness aud zeal of the man who had re- 
ceived the largest majority ever given a 
candidate for any office in Ohio and 
made a violent campaign against him 
because he had a rough way and because 
he was such an inveterate tobacco 
chewer." 


"I remember General Buell," said 


the sergeant, "not as he appearaed in 
the battle of Shiloh, not as he appeared 
in full uniform at grand review, but as 
I saw him on a forced march, when he 
wore the negligee or fatigue dress. Our 
company had come, with dry throats 
aud empty canteens, to a large spring 
that burst from the earth with force 
enough to turn the wheels of a mill. 
The men proceeded to fill their canteens 
and drink their fill. An orderly sat ou 
bis horse near and advised the men to 
be very careful in filling their canteens 
so as to leave the water clear for those 
who came after. A little apart from 
him on a splendid horse sat an officer iu 
a straw hat. The man and the horse, 
even though the man was in so simple 
a dress, made a fine picture, but the 
boys did not look carefully enough at 
either to recognize the officer or the 
horse.

thirst, plungiug forward to the spring, 
intent only ou getting the clear water 
to his parched throat, put one foot into 
the shallow edge of the spring Instant- 
ly there came from the man in the straw 
hat the quiet and imperious order, 'Take 
your foot out.' The sergeant, irritated 
beyond endurance by what he regarded 
a trifling matter, turned aud said inso- 
lently: 'Mind your own business, sir 
I will have no quartermaster's clerk 
giving orders to me.' 


"As though he had been a part of the 


man the splendid horse made one jump 
toward the spring and toward the ser- 
geant, and the man in the straw hat 
said, with increased emphasis and im- 
penousness, 'Take -your foot out,'and 
the bewildered sergeant recognized the 
commander in chief of the army 
He 


stepped back aud saluted, and then Gen- 
eral Buell said quietly, looking dowu 
with a sort of sympathy into the dis- 
mayed face: 'Fill your canteens, but 
be careful 
Thirty thousand men must 


take water from this spring before 
night.'

A Scbume With Real Estate Trimmings 


That \Voa la Oregon. 


"Speaking ct schools in relation to 


polnics," sj.iid the ex-boomer from Ore- 
gon, "al\\nys reminds me of a campaign 
in which I was interested some years 
ago. Thtt Douglas county representative 
in the Oregon state legislature, realiz- 
fng that his popularity was not exceed- 
ingly great, had been talking of build- 
ing a new state normal school, presum- 
ably at Koseburg, the county seat and 
his own home. This caused great oon- 
sternation among the 350 inhabitants 
of the little city of Drain, who had been 
profiting by the courtesy title of 'Drain 
Academy and Oregon State Normal 
school,' under which the school there 
had been run since 1885. The postmas- 
ter, who kept a drug store and sold 
school supplies, took counsel with his 
sister-in-law, who dealt in millinery 
and ran a boarding house for students, 
and she sought the mayor, at whose 
general merchandise emporium she was 
the principal customer. 


"The mayor was a man who thought 


slowly, but to a purpose, and, having 
set himself the task of devising some 
way of circumventing the member 
from Rosebnrg. he passed the next three 
days in profound cogitation.' He con- 
ceived a scheme whose various elabora- 
tions and ramifications were too diver- 
sified for him to handle alone, and ha 
came to me for help I had just gained 
considerable influence in the county 
through backing a projected railroad to 
the coast, and also as a real estate deal- 
er and sawmill owner 
With my busi- 


ness methods and the mayor's knowl- 
edge of the conditions confronting us 
our plans were soon put into operation. 
First, we suggested the candidacy of an 
ambitious young Drainite, a dealer in 
leather goods and hardware, for mem- 
ber of the legislatmre, taking all the 
wind out of his opponent's sails by 
heartily indorsing IKB talk in favor of a 
new normal school 
Meantime we bad 


a large grain field ul ehe mayor's, which 
had begun to lose its fertility on ac- 
count of overcultivanon, surveyed into 
city lots, and as soon as our candidate 
had received the regular party nomina- 
tion we put the town site of East Drain, 
with its streets named after conspicuous 
men of the state, on the market and 
gave one of its centrally located blocks 
for the new normal school. 


"Well, everything came to pass ex- 


actly as we had planned. Onr candidate 
•was elected, and the building of the new 
normal school on the site we gave was 
authorized. We sold a sufficient num- 
ber of East Drain lots to more than pay 
for the land and all expenses. The con- 
tractors on the new school were men 
who had aided the legislation authoriz- 
ing it, and they got their supplies from 
the mayor, their hardware from the 
member and their lumber from me. My 
mill also supplied lumber for other 
buildings in East Drain, including a 
new boarding hor.se for the milliner, 
who has prospered ever since. The post- 
master's increased business soon war- 
ranted his moving into one of the two 
brick buildings in the city of Drain, and 
the former dealer in leather goods and 
hardware is still member of the Oregon 
legislature. "—New York Sun.

"Oh, I dont know—he started as a 


window dresser. "^Chicago Journal 


The Pl»n Which a Large Manufacturer 


Found Successful. 


The question, " What is to become of 


the old man?'' is one that is frequently 
discussed. Generally it is meant to ap- 
ply to men who have not been able to 
save sufficient money to support them 
in their declining years and whose eco- 
nomic efficiency has become impaired 
by the passing of years. To be depend- 
ent upon their children or relatives is 
a humiliation that wonld imbitter that 
part of their lives which should be free 
from care The almshouse is a horror of 
degradation from which they shrink. 
In some countries the governments have 
endeavored to solve the problem by a 
system of labor pensions. This is done 
in Germany; but, despite its ments, it 
still savors of charity or paternalism. 


A few individuals have sought for a 


solution in this country In at least one 
community the employer of 1,000 men 
insures the lives of all his workmen up 
to $8,000, and after 26 yearsof continu- 
ous service an employee may retire and 
oontmne to draw full wages as long as 
be lives. To do this the employer says 
that it costs him not over 1 per cent of 
his wages account, which he regards as 
the cheapest possible insurance against 


! strikes and against the disturbance 


caused by constantly changing his work- 
ing force. Ho puts by every year that 
small percentage of his profits to the ac- 
count of wear and tear upon labor, just 
as he does a larger percentage to the ac- 
count of wear and tear upon machinery. 
He is an earnest advocate of a national 
labor pension and insurance system—not 
by the government, but by an associa- 
tion ot employers. —New York Mail and 
Express. _

In 1'ultinK Out Fires at the Start 
nml In Suvlriy: Life—Megaphone* on 
Trial Too—Trlepliours wild Electric 
Lights For Firemen. 


District Commissioner Wight has 


charge of the police an<1 fire depart- 
ments of Washington. They are his 
special hobbies, anil since he has been 
in control he haw inhodncpil n number 
of innovations. The most spectacular 
of these is the mounting of firemen on 
bicycles. 


Commissioner 
Wight fonnd 
that 


several companies wt-re 
frequently 


called out to attend to insignificant 
firea, and in every case where an alarm 
was sounded all the fireiaen on duty in 
the engine houses were disturbed by 
the clanging of the gong.' It was for- 
merly the rule that when an alarm was 
sonnJcd the horses were hooked up to 
the engines and trucks and the firemen 
routed out, so that every engine in the 
city was ready to respond to the alarm. 
At the conclusion of the striking of the 
alarm those «i:sines which were not re- 
quired wer* unhooked and the firemen 
returned to their beds. Mr. Wight saw 
the nse]essne°s of having all the fire- 
men in the city turned out of their beds 
when only a small number of them 
were required t to i. lend a fire, so he 
introduced the 'system of the noiseless 
alarm. At each engine house a watch- 
man ie on duty all dny and all night at 
a desk where the fire alarms are an- 


! nonnced on an indicator. If he sees an 


alarm to which his company must re- 
spond, he turns a switch and the nest 
call comes on a large gong. While there 
is thus a delay of a few moments, so far 
it has caused no damage, and the fire- 
men have secured undisturbed repose. 


Noting the success of 1he bicycle po- 


lice, Commissioner Wight decided to 
mount some firemen on bicycles. A fire- 
man was selected at each engine house 
and mounted on a bicycle. Whenever 
his company is called out, he precedes 
it to the fire. A man mounted on a bi- 
cycle can make much better time over 
the asphalted streets than a pair of 
horses drawing a heavy engine loaded 
with two or three men. In many cases, 
eueh as that of the Windsor hotel fire in 
New York, when lamps are overturned 
or draperies catch fire, the presence of 
an experienced man with the necessary 
appliances would prevent disastrous 
fiies by extinguishing the flames at an 
early stage. It is estimated that the 
firemen on bicycles should be able to 
reach a fire on an average three minutes 
before their company. In cases where 
four or five companies respond to an 
alarm this system will bring that num- 
ber of men to the scene before the com- 
.sanies can reach it, and by a little 
4uick work they may often be able to 
accomplish a great deal before the en- 
gines arrive and get to work. Each bi- 
cycle fireman will carry a small tank 
of chemical fire extinguisher on his 
back, and he may also carry a light 
pick. 


The latest innovation went into serv- 


ice the other day. It is the use of a 
megaphone, which will be wielded by 
Assistant Fire Chief Belt. Mr. Wight 
noticed that on many occasions where 
tall buildings were burning or where 
the confusion was great it was almost 
impossible for the firemen to under- 
stand the orders of the chiefs, and each 
was therefore compelled to act almost 
entirely on his own responsibility. On 
one occasion, owing to this very cause, 
several firemen were killed by the fall- 
ing of a floor when the chief was at- 
tempting to warn them of their danger 
and failed because they did not hear 
him. 
The megaphone is 15 inches in 


length, and with it there should be uo 
difficulty in making orders heard. It is 
expected that each of the foremen will 


' be equipped with a megaphone and 
probably each of the bicycle firemen. 


Since Commissioner Wight inaugu- 


rated this series of reforms he has re- 
ceived a great many more or less sensi- 
ble suggestions. It is suggested that 
each of the bicycle firemen, in addition 
to his fire extinguisher and pick, shall 
carry a miniature scaling ladder. By 
this means fotir or five bicycle firemen 
would form n small fire department 
armed with picks, ladders and fire ex- 
tinguishers and answering all the pur- 
poses of engines, chemical engines, reels 
and trucks. Another suggestion is that 
each of these bicycle firemen shall carry 
a folding ladder of light but very 
strong steel links. This would be of 
service at hotel fires and others where 
the burning buildings contain a num- 
ber of people. The bicycle fireman, ar- 
riving on the scene early, could nimbly 
climb to the top of the building, fasten 
his steel folding chain ladder to a pro- 
jection, lower it within easy reach of 
the windows, and thus fcscue women 
%nd children who otherwise might have

t> means of escape.

Jn view of the danger of the firemen 


tosing their way in the dense smoke 
and thus imperiling their lives, it has 
been suggested by one ingenious citizen 
that each fireman ehould be equipped 


I with a small signal service telephone. 


j This inventor suggests that on the backs 
' of the firemen shall be mounted a small 
1 reel of wire which can be attached to a 
' receiver at the ground, and as the fire- 
i man dashes into the building the wire 


I will gradually unwind. The 
fireman 


could have a receiver and transmitter 
through which he could communicate 


; with the chief on the ground. Thus if 
. there were any danger of a wall or floor 
falling the fireman could be notified by 
the chief, and he could also report to 
the chief his discoveries as to the loca- 
tion of the fire and its progress without 
leaving the building for that puprose. 
If he found himaelf in danger of being 
overcome by amoKe or should be in- 
jured, he could communicate with his 
chief and describe his position so that 
his rescue could be effected more essily. 
When the fireman left the building, 
th*wire conW be wound again on the 
ooi! by means of a powerful spring* 


A great difficulty has always been

It has been known for days that the 


ammtmition belts of the dead insurgents 
contained refilled Springfield shells, but 
until recently it was not verified whence 
they came. The other morning Cap* 
tain Otis of Company A, First Wash- 
ington, was detailed to proceed from 
Paco to Pandacan and search all native 
huts for arms and ammunition, as it 
was known that all bouses from the 
back of the convent to the canal and in 
the vicinity of the Norwegian consul's 
residence harbored from one to ten in- 
surgents. Company A started on their 
mission, but, although very much 
handicapped, brought back enough 
proof to convince all unbelievers that 
the natives and "Chenos" were going 
along the former battle lines and col- 
lecting 
the 
discharged 
Springfield 


shells, which they were delivering to 
the insurgent leaders, and at a very 
profitable price, to have them sent to 
Malolos, where they were reloaded and 
used against our forces. The Reming- 
ton shell, from being brassed and lying 
in a solution, fails to withstand the 
action of being refilled; hence the 
Springfield shell is much in demand. 
Again, the scarcity of ammunition on 
their side, with no means of supply, 
causes them to become frantic and bid 
a high price for any kind of an empty 
shell that they can use. Captain Otis 
returned to his headquarters about 
11:30 the other morning after making 
a thorough search of that district, but 
with enough of the empty shells which 
he found in native huts packed in boxes 
to show that they were being collected 
and sold to the insurgents. 


From reliable native sources it has 


been learned that the powder factory at 
.Malolos has been running night and 
day, but that the article they turn out 
is of a very inferior quality and baa 
not the force of our genuine black pow- 
der. That the Mauser anVinunition is 
almost a scarcity and will soon be a 
curio among the insurgent forces is be- 
yond a doubt, but the activity demon- 
strated by the natives and their friends 
in collecting empty discharged shells 
shows that they still have lingering 
hopes of a long campaign. — Manila 
American.

THE TAX 


- A" few days ago the Transcript print- 
ed a story of the fears shared by the 
assessor* anil some prominent men 
relative to the matter of valuation and 
taxes of this city. It was the opinion 
that chapter 312 of the acts of 1SS5, 
becoming operative next year after a 
period of exemption secured by a pro- 
vision of the charter, would make it 
Impossible for the city to raise by tax- 
ation ftor current expenses more than 
$13 on the $1,000 of the average of the 
valuations for the preceding three 
years. If this opinion had been well 
founded the city would have been bad- 
ly straitened next year, for the aver- 
age of the valuation of this year, last 
year and the year before would not at 
*.b9 $12 rate give us the amount for 
current expenses that we now expend 
and the amount wo absolutely weed. 
But it is now beyond doubt that the 
opinion i3 not well founded. It hap- 
pens that this law of the year 1885 was 
amended by chapter 247 of the acts pf 
the year 1893. The first section of this 
chapter of 1S93 reads in part as follows: 
"~7TIn every city containing less than 
100,000 inhabitants the taxes assessed 
c>n property, exclusive of state tax, and 
sums required by law to be raised on 
account of city debt, shall not exceed in 
any year ?12 on every 51000 of the asses- 
sor's valuation of the taxable property 
therein for the preceding year." 


The discovery of this amendment re- 


moves all ground for the feaj-s that 
were entertained and gives the asses- 
sors an opportunity to keep the city 
from getting- into a dilemma on account 
of taxes. It will be noticed that the 
"three year" provision of the law of 
1885 is superseded by the "preceding 
year" provision of the law of 1S93, 
which has not been changed. Conse- 
quently, when next year we must raise 
only $12 on the $1,000 for current ex- 
penses, ive shall be able to raise a sum 
equal to $12 on $1,000 of the assessed 
valuation of this year. 


There is one thing, then, for the as- 


sessors to do this year-—see to it that 
the valuation is pla.ced at a figure to 
ensure us the money -we shall need next 
year for current expenses. If the as- 
sessors fail in this they fail in their 
duty to the city.

notes to denominations oC ?10 and up- 
ward, the redemption of national bank 
notes in gold, and a requirement that 
United States notes, after being- re- 
deemed in gold, shall be kept apart 
and paid out only in exchange for 
gold." It is probably well that legis- 
lation embodying thase suggestions be 
passed and the worth of this policy 
fully tested. A law having these pro- 
visions would meet the approval of 
most of the money experts 
of 
the 


country who are not on the silver side 
of the fence. A fair trial of it would 
prove whether the banks 
would be- 


come a gigantic money trust as is al- 
leged or whether they would become 
very serviceable public institutions 
when almost unrestricted in their 
privileges and le?t to the 
forces of 


economic laws. The adoption of 
the 


recommendation relative to the de- 
nomination of bank notes would en- 
sure a larger circulation o£ specie and 
help to maintain the parity of gold 
and silver, while the gold redemption 
recommendation would tend to main- 
tain the gold reserve.

The Almoat Inconceivable Amouiit of Lum- 


ber Cat In Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
"The Story of a Pine Board" is tha 


title of an article by W. S. Harwood in 
St. Nicholas. Mr. Harwood says of tho 
lumbering in Wisconsin audMinnesota: 


About 4,160,000,000 feet of logs 


were cut in the season of 18'Jj—time is 
to say, what is equivalent to 4,100,000,- 
000 pieces of board 12 inches tquaro and 
1 inch think. I wonder if even tho lum- 
ber men themselves, and the log cutters, 
and the manufacturers of lumber iu the 
great mills, realize what an enormous 
amount of lumber this is. 
Why, it 


would build a. house urouud the globe, 
with a main room ten feet high and a 
large attic, ceiling up the inside walls 
and roof with sweet, fragrant pine. It 
would put down a matched floor, and 
then, when the house was all com- 
pleted, there would be left enough lum- 
ber to build tight board fences on either 
side of the house 8.15 feet high the whole 
distance around tho globe. Besides all 
this there would bo shinglt-s enough for 
a good portion of tho house, and then, 
if tha mighty builder of such a globe 
girdling house wanted to fa it up a lit- 
tle more neatly, there would be a large 
supply of laths, aud, I suppose, the 
plasterers could furnish him enough 
stucco and lime. 


Or if he wanted to construct a roof 


shelter for all the people on the globe 
our might/ builder could accommodate 
them all, allowing to each man, woman 
and child a clear space of two square 
feet in which to stand, and still have 
room left over for 500,000,000 men 
with the same room in which to stand. 
And, to look at it in still another way, 
this same builder would have material 
to construct a bicycle path of pine, a lit- 
tle over two feet wide, from the earth 
to the moon, for there would be nearly 
800,000 miles of board a foot wide and 
an inch thick. In sawing this Inrubor up 
into the required length and thickness 
there was a great waste in sawdust—so 
great, indeed, that the sawdust pile 
would stand 112 feet high on a city 
square and 500 feet square at the base, 
and this is saying nothing about the 
vast amount of pieces of slabs which 
are split up into kindlinga. 


This enormous quantity of lumber 


represents merely the output of two 
forests—one in the northwestern part of 
the state of Wisconsin, and the other in 
the northern part of the state of Minne- 
sota, and at the rate the logs are being 
cut up there will not be a piece of pine 
forest standing-in all this vast region at 
the end of ten years unless something is 
done by the government to pnt a stop 
to the ravages.

Ono of the most important real estate 


transactions of the year locally was 
completed this morning', 
when 
the 


Clarksburg company traded 
all 
its 


property in Clarksburg to George H. 
Rich of this city in return for a large 
amount of city property. 


The deal was made through the real 


estate agency of Harvey A. Gallup and 
on the part of the Clarksburg company 
includes all the property held by it. 
This consists of the grts-t mill, store, 
water privilege, about 200 sheep, about 
•10 head of cattle, horses and farm im- 
plements, and a farm of about 200 acres. 


In exchange for this was a large lot 


of miscellaneous city property, includ- 
ing: lots and buildings in all parts of the 
city. The transaction is estimated to 
include properly valued 
at 
about 


$90,000. 


Mr. Rich will manage the affairs of 


the property, it is understood, conduct- 
ing1 it along the same lino that has been 
followed when Clarence Gallup was 
manager of the company. Mr. Gallup 
will now devote himself to caring for 
the city property acquired by the tran- 
saction. 


The Clarksburg- company has been 


most successful in its affairs, and the 
property thus disposed of has 
been 


greatly improved within the last two 
years, when the company began its 
work there. Many valuable additions 
have been made to the plant, and it is 
in excellent condition. The red mills, 
oivned by Clarence Gallup, have been 
rented to the companjr, and it is expect- 
ed that they will be rented to Mr. Rich 
in. the same way.

Members Wondering at Position of Dr. 


MignauH, Who Has Been 


Absent a Year. 


Members of the city council are won- 


dering considerably as to whether the 
city is to be allowed to so on for 
another six months with what is prac- 
tically one member of the council too 
feu-. 
This is in connection with the 


position of Dr. A. A. Mignault. He is 
still a member of the council although 
the records of attendance would hardly 
indicate it. 


Dr. Mignault has not attended a 


council meeting since June 7, 1S9S, 
nearly a year ago, not having been 
present at a single meeting this year. 
Hi: was present only four times in 1898, 
all in the first part of the year. This 
makes 30 meetings out of the last 34, 
since the beginning of 189S, at which 
he has been abfi-pt. 


The charter pi^vides that when a 


vacancy occurs six months before th > 
city election the position may be filled 
by the council. This would make next 
month the last time at which any ac- 
tion could be taken. But Dr Mignault 
has not resigned, and so far as known 
still claims a residence here. 
His 


business is In this city and Montreal, 
and just at present he spends most rf 
his time in the Canadian city. 


Provided he still calls this'city his 


residence, his seat cannot be declared 
vacant, as was done in the case of Mr- 
Hooker a year ago, but many of the 
councilman feel that it is unjust to thfi 
city to allow a place to remain prac- 
tically vacant, and wish that some- 
thing might be done.

"EMBALMING" OF FOOD 


Extensively Practised by Producers, 


According to Experts' Testimony* 


Beef, Milk and Butter Among 


the Articles "Doctored." 


Usi ol Antiseptics Declared to Have Become 


Alarmingly Great 


Chicago. May 10.—Freeslne, preserva- 


tine, freeze-em. rosallneand laktine are 
the things fc!u- people know of. but that 
they ia:.e these adulterants into their 
stomachs was stated by Proteasor A. S. 
Mitchell, analytical chemist of the Wis- 
consin dairy and food commission to th« 
senatorial committee on pure food in- 
vestigation yesterday. Professor Mitch- 
ell gave the committee some important 
information. As a. result Senator Mason 
has had several manufacturers sub- 
poenaed, and they will il>e called on to 
tell the committee something 
about 


these compounds. 


"The use of antiseptics as preserva- 


tives," said Professor Mitchell, "has be- 
come alarmingly great They are used 
as coloring and to stop the development 
of germs in dairy products; also in 
chopped meats, bulk oysters, fish, ham, 
and possibly corned beet" 


The chemist first told of his test of a 


liquid known as "freezine." 
Professor 


Mitchell said that the stuff had been 
used extensively by farmers to keep 
milk and butter, it being the custom to 
mix it with the former in small quanti- 
ties and pour quarts of it into vats for 
the preservation 
of butter. 
"This 


'frees ine' I have found to be nothing 
less than aimost pure formic aldehyde," 
narrated the expert 
"This is a chem- 


ical that acts disastrously upon th« tis- 
sues of the stomach, and I can only 
surmise the results when milk diluted 
with it is used constantly by a farr.ily. 
When butter is placed in vats filled with 
this stuff, the porous commodity takes 
up no small amount of the liquid, with 
a result that can only be conjectured." 


The professor told of his exp-rirnents 


with a fluid sold extensively to butchers 
for the purpose of making their Ham- 
burger steaks last and keep up a heaJthy 
appearance. 
"This liquid contains a 


great percentage of what is knqwn as 
sulphide of soda, with a complement of 
coloring matter," he continued. 
"It 


is styled an antiseptic, and in certain 
respects is. 
This must be borne in 


mind, however, that where fermentation 
and waste are arrested the digestive 
properties are consequently destroyed." 


Dr. Wiley, the government expert, who 


examined the anticeptic, said he identi- 
fied it as practically the same chemical 
which was used during his experience 
at a medical college to preserve cadavers, 
and was now occasionally put to service 
in disinfecting houses where smallpox 
patients resided. 


The testimony assmmed the form of 


a debate as to whether ort not the use 
of alum in the manufacture of baking 
powder was injurious to the 
public 


health. 


George W. Roe, a chemist, stated that 


the injurious characteristics of alum 
were destroyed in the process of baking. 


Professor Hallberg, former editor of 


The Western Druggist, and Professor 
Mitchell, combatted this theory and ex- 
pressed the opinion that alum should not 
be used as an ingredient unless the pub- 
lic was aware of the fact by labels on 
the cans. 


The common bases for the majtority 


of jellies manufactured nowadays, ac- 
cording to several witnesses, are the 
cores of apples, utilized after they have 
been evaporated. 
This substance, It 


was claimed, is mixed with glucose in 
large quantities, with sugar in small 
quantities, and then colored and flavored 
to suit the outside design on the package.

Lynn, Mass., May 10.—The advance in 


prices for shoes has not yet materialized, 
and some orders for the fall season, 
which have been already placed by sev- 
eral Lynn firms, show practically no in- 
crease over the rates prevailing through 
the season now coming to a close. The 
higher prices of all grades of leather art! 
especially of sole leather has been the 
means of forcing the shoe manufactur- 
ers' margin of profits down to very close 
limits, and many claim that, under the 
conditions now existing, they are turn- 
ing out some grades of shoes at a posi- 
tive loss. The excess of competition has 
prevented any form of roil irted actl-in 
which would lead to a rise in privet, ar..l 
the outlook Is discouraging in rts]>oot to 
any genernl increase in the rates in the 
near future. 


A large shoe firm doing business in 


Lynn has sent a circular to its customers 
among the jobbing house.-, declaring 
that it cannot continue to manufacture 
shoes at the low prices heretofore re- 
ceived for them, and will refuse to fill 
any orders in futur;' until a reasonable 
advance, which will correspond with pd- 
vanced prices of leather and increased 
cost of manufacture in general, is 
granted them. This firm lins stopped 
work on all orders except sui'h as were 
received previous to its sending out the 
circular. 


Another method which is'being resort- 


ed to in ord-er tn keep the expons" of 
manufacturing within the limits (..' the 
receipts is to "take it out; of the shoe," 
or to economize in time and material in 
particular lines of shoes, for whi"h 
higher prices cannot be secured. TRls 
policy of economy in every detail of 
m;inuC;u-u.ire, consistent with keeping 
the quality of the shoe unimpaired, is 
being practised by many oi the Lynn 
manufacturers. 


There are manufacturer?, however, 


who do not regard this method theproper 
remedy for inadequate prices, but. on. the 
other hand, look on it as a source of an- 
noyance and inconvenience u> those who 
adopt it. It 12 pointed out that at this 
time shoe buyers are en the a'ert and 
watch the consignments received by 
them for any indications of cheapening 
in the process of manufacture. On such 
discoveries being made, the inevitable 
result follows of shoes being returned 
and o£ misunderstandings and strained 
relations between the manufacturer and 
the buyer. 


A shoe manufacturer who has built up 


a long-established business in Lynn, in 
speaking of this subject, said: "Prices 
are too low, and something must be done 
if we are to make shoes without actually 
losing by it, to say nothing of making a 
fair profit. But 1 think that 'taking it 
out of the shoe' is not the way to meet 
the difficult}'. Whan we speak 01 raising 
the price of a certain shoe, it implies that 
we intend to keep that particular style 
or grade of shoe on the market. What 
1 would suggest is to increase the va,lu« 
ef your shoe, put more into it. instead of 
less, and change your styio and raisa 
your price at the same time. In other 
words, stop making the shoe that you 
are not making a fair profit on and put 
a new shoe off the market. I have been 
makinar a. certain kind! of medium-priced 
shoe, for which I have been getting 92% 
cents a pair. T have taken this slice, 
altered its shape, style and general 
makeup, expending more in its manu- 
facture than before, and now I turn out 
an article that I get Jl a pair for. Of 
course I figurp not to put in all the addi- 
tional TV, cents, ?n that 1 derive a bene- 
fit from the change as wf'.l as the con- 
sumer.

America has always been noted for poets who have the pov.-er r.r' striking 


the homely minor chord with delicacy and sweetness. Among such American 
poets must be classed Mr. Lucius Perry Hills, who was born in the staie of New . 
York in June, 1S44. 


He was the third son of William Henry and Mary Ann Hills, who shortly 


after the birth of this child moved to Buffalo, where the father followed his call- 
ing of builder. • After a residence of four years in Buffalo an epidemic, of 
smallpox carried off the father and two of trie children. Left destitute by viis 
bereavement, the widowed mother struggled on with such help as her young 
sons could givex But in eight years she succumbed to the strain, though it was 
the meni'Ty of^that mother's heroic battle with poverty that inspired her son's 
beautiful poem, "My Mother's Old Steel Thimble." 


Aft:r the death of his mother the young Lucius went into the country, a 


short dir-';:;:ce from Buffalo, and worked among strangers on a farm for his 
boa:-.', and clothes, getting such education as could be picked up at the district, 
school during a brief winter term. When the civil war'broke out, the young 
poet was but 17 years old, but he enlisted in the Tenth New York cavalry and 
after three years of the fortunes of war received his honorable discharge. Aft- 
er several years of varied experience, be settled at Atlanta, where he now car- 
ries on his literary work. He is well known as a platform lecturer, and much 
of his work is reserved for this purpose.

That, famous old criminal court oE London, the Old Bailey, together with 


the historic prison of Newgate, will soon pass out of existence. 
. 
The black walled old jail of Newgate is the eldest prison in England. ' It 


was built away back in the early part of the twelfth century, in the reign of 
Henry I. In 1241 the prison had fallen into disuse and, being partially in ruins, 
was repaired in'a manner peculiar to the time. A number of wealthy Jews of 
London were peremptorily ordered to raise 20,000 marks as a fund for.the res- 
toration of the jail. If they refused to pay the levy, they were punished by 
being thrown into the musty old jail until they saw fit to change their minds. 
Imprisonment in Newgate during the middle ages was a terrible punishment, 
for as a rule the unfortunate prisoners were left without enough food to keep 
body and soul together. Indiscriminate use was made of the prison, and all 
kinds and conditions of offenders were confined within its,, walls. It is now 
being demolished, and on its site will be erected an art museum.

Is Asked by Councilman. Paving Or- 


ders Finally Passed. Normal 


School Matter Introduced and 


Will Come Up at Another 


Meeting Next Week. 


There was a little debate on the old 


question of the removal of the street 
car tracks from the State street bridge 
last evening- in the city coum-il meet- 
ing, 
and the normal school appropria- 


tion was introduced. 'For the rest, the 
I'ouncilmen sat still and voted "yes" on 
everything that came their way. This 
included chiefly the orders in regard to 
permanent improvements and borrow - 
ing- money for the same. 


Four members were absent: Council- 


•men Armstrong, Gallup, Ladam and 
Mignault. The communication from the 
mayor in regard to the paving of parts 
•of TTnion and State streets was placed 
on< file. The communication estimated 
the total cost of the paving at $22,000, 
of which $13.000 is for Union street and 
$9,000 for State street. 


When the matter was taken up fr- 


action, Chairman. Whitaker of l'v- , ::- 
ance committee reported thai th-- ei>m- 
mittee was in favor 'Of the pa~ inj;' and 
recommended the passage of '.'*.•• order 
for the borrowing of the $15,00,') needed, 
there being $7,000 available for la • work 
from what the abuttors have paid, on 
former paving; jobs. 


The first question was in regard to 


the passing of the order for State, street 
paving. 
Mr. Hastings asked if that 


was the entire estimated cost of the job, 
and if so what was done with thu riop- 
ey paid in by the abuttors. Mr. "Whita- 
ker replied that this was the total 
amount that was needed for the work, 
on account of the $7,000 left over from 
what had been paid in on previous work 
of the kind, and that what the abuttors 
paid in was not counted in making tin- 
esimates, but was counted separately 
for future work. 


Mr. Amadon then brought up the old 


question of the location of the stivf-t 
car tracks on the bridge. He asked 
whether the street railway company 
had a permanent right on the street, 
and if not, why this was not a good 
time, before the permanent work was 
done on the street, to consider the 
question of having the tracks moved 
east of their present location, and hav- 
ing the company build a separate 
bridge for their use. 


Mr. Whitaker answered that the com- 


pany had no permanent right to the 
streets and bridges, and that the city 
could compel it to remove the tracks. 
Mr. Amadon said he thought thai the 
quesition of a new State street bridge 
might be answered in this way, as the 
building of a separate bridge for the 
tracks would relieve the congestion on 
the present bridge, and makf it la'.; in- 
definitely to fill the needs or the city. 


Colonel Bracewell said th-rt while this 


could be done, he believfd in the idea 
of having the company and city join 
forces in bulding any bridge, -as the 
company used the bridge only a com- 
paratively short time each day, only 
when cars were passing over it. But 
if the present bridge was not large 
enough but was perfectly good in every 


I nther way. he

! he n i tended to before the street was im- 
proved permanently a good one.

$21,000 for sewer work was passed, with- 
out discussion. 


The normal school matter was intro- 


duced by a communication from the 
mayor including the state resolve. The 
mayor recommended that immediate 
action be taken in the matter, and Mr. 
Perry promptly moved that when the 
council adjourn it be until next Monday 
evening. The matter was referred to 
the finance committee, which will de- 
cide on the form in which the matter 
is to be presented to the council for 
action. The state resolve sets forth 
that the state is ready to pay a sum of 
money not to exceed $30,000 when the 
city shall have paid $12,500, for the pur- 
hase and grading of land. Of this 
am'ount the city has already given 
$5,000. 
A communication was received from 


C. D. Sanford post, G. A. R., inviting 
the members of the council to unite in 
the observance of Memorial day, which 
was accepted. This was the only other 
business to come before the meeting, 
and the council adjourned 
to meel 


again next Monday evening.

Left the Coat He Took First 


Time. Large Amount of Prop- 


erly Was Stolen. 


The store of A. E. Hall of WilliamB- 


town was visited last night for the 
third time in three months by burglars, 
and a large quantity of goods was stol- 
en. The repeated breaking into Mr. 
Hall's store is one ol the most daring 
and unaccountable series of acts on 
the -,.<i!t of burglars that northern 
Berk:-hire has ever experienced. The 
evidence groes to show that the same 
pitrtu .

Near about K o'clock last night, Mrs. 


Catherine MacDonald, who lives mar 
the Crosier meat market, noticed that 
the street lamp opposite her home had 
viie out. This was a very unusual oc- 
• lu-rence and she came town stairs to 
investigate. She saw a man standing 
at the lamp post and another on thu 
steps of the Crosier store. It occurred 
to her to make further examination 
and when she proceeded in the direc- 
tion of the store where the other man 
was standing both men moved rapidly 
away. Mrs. MacDonald called on James 
Kelly, a neighbor, and the window and 
door of the Crosier store were ex- 
amined. It was found that an attempt 
had been made to remove the glass for 
the evident purpose of entering tlv 
store. It then became clear why the 
street lamp had gone out. 


This morning it was discovered that 


Mr. Hall's store had been broken into. 
The discovery was made by V7. H. Ma- 
son, who passed the store quite early 
in the morning on the way to his work. 
The attention of Mr. Mason was- at- 
l. acted by a lot of crockery ware that 
1 -^ out on the norch of the- store. 
V,'h_.: .Mr. Mason looked closely he saw 
th,;i .•_ light of glass had been removed 
fro... "\ti v:indo\v in the manner of the 
au ...pted removal of the light of glass 
at L.ie Crosier store, and that some one 
had entpj-eu the place during the night. 
The crockery ware being on the porch 
was explained by the fact that the bur- 
glars after removing the light of glass 
had to remove some crockery articles 
that were opposite it so that entrance 
could be made. Mr. Mason went to the 
home of Mr. Hall at once and notified 
him of 
hat he had discovered at his 


store. 
,Ur. Hall went directly to the 


store i nd found that he had lost a- 
gri.on deal of property during the night. 


The most important find that was 


made at the Hall store was a brown 
coat, the property of. Mr. Stoddard of 
the Williamstown,Manufacturing com- 
pany. The office of the company and 
the store are connected and on the first 
visit of the burglars to Mr. Hall's store 
this brown coat was stolen. It was re- 
stored to its original place last night 
after having seen some service. The 
restoration of the coat proves conclu- 
sively that the burglars who visited 
the store last ni^ht w-ere the burglars 
\v ho made the first visit and it has been 
proved by similar , means that the 
thieves who made the second visit were 
also the same. It is established, then, 
that the three breaks were made by 
the same parties. 


Among the articles stolen from Mr. 


Hall's store last night;.were two suits 
of clothes, two pairs; of shoes of sizes 
7 and 9%, a number rof expensive- silk 
handkerchiefs and silk neckties, all 
the high-priced razors 
and pocket- 


knives that were in the store, twg new 
hats, a Flobert rifle and six boxes of 
cartridges. There are two safes in the 
store. One of these was unlocked be- 
cause it contained a few unimportant 
papers. This safe was ransacked but 
nothing was taken from it The other 
safe was left untouched. 


The burglary was committed with all 


the lights in the store burning. The 
previous breaks had made Mr. Hall 
very careful about leaving light in the 
store. In addition to this he had the 
window curtains so fixed that they 
could not be lowered. So the thieves 
did their work under very risky cir- 
cumstances and showed unusual dar- 
ing. 


The police of Williamstown, North
